SEverarn months ago a United States
revenue cutter seized several British ves-
sels in Alaska waters on the ground that
they had unlawfully taken seals thera, It
wad claimed in justification of the seizure
that all the waters of Alaska over which
Russin had exercigsed control and claymed
Jurisdiction passed into the control of the
United Siates when Alaska was pur-

Do They Neod. Reller?

Do the peosls of N braska really need
relief at the hande of the stats and na-
tional logisiatares? Are their burdens any
heavier or more griocvons than those im-
posed on other states which bava been
under the lron rule of the railway cor-
porations?! These are questions which
presont  themselves to the legislat re
whilo itis grappling with the railway
problom. Nobody desires to cripple the
raiironds of to eontiscato their property.
I'hoy have a right to earn fair interest on
an honest investment, and lix their tolls
to meet the eonditions of traffie. No fale-
minded man ean, howevor, justify legal:
ized ghway robbary,

The exhibit which we make in ano ther
column affords proof pasitive of the mon-
sirous tmpositions to which Nebrasks hag
buen compelied to submit for years, It
may be startling, but itis a fact, basod
upon the reports made by the ratlroad
managers through Poor’s Manual, that
Nebrasks, with one-half of the popula-
tion and lessthan one-half of the railway
milenge of lowa, has been forced to pay
three times ng much ridiroad toll i the
agerogate as lown, In three yenrs, oni-
ing with 1855, Nubraska ralronds
have wrung from the people of this
state  £50.145,4110 In tolls, while Towa
dering the same porlod has pud to her
railromwds 17,506,704

I other words Nebraska doring three
years has been tuxed 32,500,000 in round
fignres mors than lowa, and the net
enrnings of the Nobraska roads excoed
by over eleven mitlions the gross earn-
imgs of the Towa ronds,  If Nobraska was
not a fertile country and her peonle
frugnl, envrgetic anld industrious, she
could nevoer have borne up under sueh n
terrinle burden, A comparison of the
lignres which we have compiled 13 very
suggestive as 1o thoe prime eause of the
oppressive exsctions,  Thae 7,503 miles of
lown ratlroads are capitalized at i frac-
tion of over 840,000,000, and bonded for
about an equul amount, making in all a
fraction over 808,000,000, They earry in
addition o floating  debt of §06,500,000,

making in  all an  investment of
FLOG,000,000, which is only $7,000,000
above  the estimated ecost  of  the
roads  and  their  equipment, Nu-
braska  with 8,000 miles of road at
theend of 1885 had capitalized their

stock  at §05,000,000, which is €15,000,000
more than the stock of 7,500 miles in lowa.
The Nebraska roads are bonded for
nearly §120,000,000, and earry a floating
debt of over §25,000,000, as against o
total debt of #55,000,000 tor the lowa
roapds. In other words, Nebraska hus
been mortgaged by her railroads for
eyrhty millions more than Towan with

double the mileage, and the floating
debt,  ereated by the  Nebraska
roads, exceeds by eighteen  millions
the debt  of the Jlowa - rouds.

After being made to puy the interast on
overone hundred millions of fictitious
camtal and fraudulent debt Nebraska has
been bled by the railroad eormorants to
a degree unheard of outside of California
and Nevada, In the year 1843 alone sho

was made to contribute over four mil-
lions  in  dividends, after paying
over flve millions of interest and

cloven millions for operating expenses,
During the same year lowa only paid
two millions on intercst and a million
and a half in stock dividends, while the
operating expenses of her roads only
amounteod to four mullions as against
eleven millions in Nebraska,

Such stubborn facts are a terrible com-
mentary.  They speak  volumes  for
the forbearance of our people. They
strike dumb all the apologists for
the existing condition of affaivs, How
much longer ean this state sustain such
burdens? With the millions extorted
from their patrons the railroads have
been able to defy the popular wish and
will. They bave sabsidized legizlatures,
impuded the ends of justice by packing
our courts through conventions organized
by railroad machinery. At this very
hour they menace good government by
poisoning its well-springs with their cor-
rupting mothods. They are a law unto
themselves and above all law,

Do the peop le need relief? Wil they
have to take the law into their own
hands and deal out justice to heir
recreant servants?

———
Const Defenses,

Publie intorest in the subject of eoust
defenses has been greatly inerensed sineo
the fishery dispute has become more ng-
gravated,  People who hitherto have
tuken very little interest in the matter
have been brought to see that it is really
of yery serious concern, and those who
have always understood the national
wenkness in this particular are nrging
their views with greater zenl and effeet,
Nobody seriously believes that this con-
troversy will evontuate in nostilities, al-
though it is not doubted thero are a great
many who would like to see it take that
oourse. The sober second thought on
both sides, howeyer, will not permit the
issuwe to develop into war, for which this
country is certainly not prepared, and
which Great Britain has many reasons to
avold., The occurremce will, however,
awaken the country o a realization ot
the fact that war is at all times n pos-
sibility, and with so much at stuke as this
country hus exposced Lo an enemy, that it
is s duky to provide ndequate protection
for these great and valuable interests.
The neeessity for a more complete sys-
tem of const defenses is more generally
conceded now than ever before, and it is
hardly possible that congress will ful to
give heed Lo this feeling,

Two plans of const fortification have re-
cantly deen promulgated, one by General
Sheridan and the other by Henry Besso-
mer, the inventor of the process of mak.
ing steel that bears ns names, The plan
of General Sheridan is the rifle-pit sys-
tem, adapted to the ritle cannon, the pit
furnishing proteetion to the gunners
agninst horizontul fire st all times, ex-
copt when the pieces are actually being
discharged, The guns would be raised
and lowered by mechanieal dovices, This
plan is similar to that a little while ago
presented by a distinguished English engi-
peer. General Sheridan proposes to with-
draw the garvison and the guns from the
eneiny's tire altogether, excopt when in
the act of liring.  As to anenemy's vertis
cal lire or mortar practice, the gunners
would be rather less exposed thuan they
are in the old system, since o fort or
earthwork ofurmishes a broad mark for
the enemy's worinrs as well as for his
horizontul fire. General Sheridan  says
the sysiem he proposes is the result of
wuech thought, nod while acknowledging
its conflict with other plans from capable
sources he expresses full belief in i
practicability.

The plan of Mr, Bessemer proposes to

l surround “ tho. garricon and guns with »
| golid stoil enclosure, impeneirable to Lhe
heaviest artillery that can be earried and
handied on shipboard. The fort would be
cast in one solid piece by ereeting fur
naces on the ground to be enclosed and
pouring the molten steclintoa brick mold
of the size and shape of the proposed for-
tilication, instend of casting the plates
and fastening them together as an outer
ghicld. Saving in the cost of eonsirue-
tion, groater solidity, and more perfect
consttuction of the necessary openings,
are the ndvantages elaomed for this plan,
Itis not hkely, however, to bo seriously
considered,

Other pluns will undoubtedly be forth-
ceming whenever congress shall decido
to procesd with this work, and it onght
not to be very dithien!t to settle upon o
svstem of defenses that will be thor-
oughly effective and not too cosdy, and
which, furthermore, will not consnmas a
generation in the constenction. I cons
gress sees 8 daty it will make provision
Lo start this work nt the prosent session,

Unhenrd of Things,

We have been told by the  railroad at-
torneys time nod again thut the demand
that the raflronds pay ety taxes on theire
real estale and  buildings the gime as
other property owners is an unheasl of
thing and without precedent. The stnte
of Maine, whiel never has been  willicted
with grangoerism, has the following  pro-
vizo in its revised statutes:

Pagoe 126, section 4, says:  The build-
ings of every railroad corporstion or us-
sociation, whother within or without the
Toeated right-of-way, and its lands and
fistures outsile of its located right.of-
way are subject, to tixation by the citivs
and towns in which the sune are situnted
as other proverty is taxed therem, and
shill be regarded as non-resul ent land

There is also another little elavse, pace
135, seetion 41, which says: An annaoal
exelse tax I collocted by the state for
radlrond franchises and 1 per cent on
the value of railroad stocks, which formn
the busis of the franchise, is poid over
each year by the state o the towns and
cities through which the raiivonds pass,

An Indiserest Friond,

A Washington paner is authority for
the statement that Mre. Willinm Walter
Phelps, who represents o Noew Jersey dis-
triet in eongress, and who plumes him-
self upon being vory deepin the condi-
dence of Mr. Blaine, hag been recently
talking somewhot  froely about  the
chances of the Maino stitosman being
the next republican candidate for presi-
dent and his feeling in the matter. Mr.
Phelps is revresented to profess o doubt
that Mr. Blaine will be the ecandidate,
and to say that his eonsent to be so will
depend upon the decision of the ropubli-
can leaders that his nomination is a
necessity to party siceess in the election,
Ivis furthermore stared that in talking
to a group of republican representatives,
who were eanvassing the availulality of
possible eandidates, Phalps remarkoed:
“Gentlemen, there are seven of you, [If
you will, within twenty-four hours, agrie
upon a man that will in your judgment
be stronger than Blaine at the polls, |1
will, within a few days, or as quickly as
the muils can bring it, give you a letlor
from Mr. Blaine that wiil absolutely pre-
clude him from being a candidate before
the convention in 1888, The story goes
that the seven failed to agree on
another candidate, and Phelps on being
told that such was the ense langhingly
remurked that he had treied the proposi-
tion more thun onee with the same resalt,

If all this were not so entirely like the
New Jersoy congressman it might be at
onee diseredited a8 o mers invention.
But it is guite in line with the habit of
Mvr. Phelps of elaiming to know the most
seerct politieal views and purposes ot Mr
Blaine, and of arrogating the preroga-
tive of speaking for that gentleman anil
committing him to a certain policy or
action, a3 in the instance above eited,
He made himself conspicuous in this way
in the last nutional eampaign, and there
isreason to believe not a littlo to the in-
jury of Mr. Blaine, He was charged
with being measurably responsible, 1n
couscdquencs ol some remark he made,
for the feeling of Edmunds toward
Blaine, and it is certain that his oflicions-
ness and presumption did the republicnn
sandidate no good in some guarters, I
he s pursuing o sidar course
now, a3 would appear  from the
statemont of the Washington paper,
he is wery sure to do  Mr. Blajoe
further mjury, for it cannot be otherwise
than to his disparsgement to have it un-
darstood that his political conlidence is
reposed in a man who has not the digere-
tion to protect 1, and who assnmes to
prejudge or dictate his action. Mr,
Phelps may be a good loeal politician.
e is & man of education nnd wealth,
He is serving hia sccond or third term in
congress, and thus far has not distin-
guishod himsell as a statesman,  We sus-
peet that the political fortunes of a presi-
dentinl eandidate ure too Iarge a matter
for nim to manage, and Mr. Blaine will
consult his interests by relieving Mr,
Phelps of the responsibility.,

GEORGESS LAND THEORLES
Intelligently Combated Linst Bvening
hy J. 1. Moriarty,

M. J. Toriarly delivered a lecture
Tuesdny night at the Omaha Commercinl
coilege on “Henry George's  opinions
upon the Tand gquestion,™

Mr. Moriarty maintained, in substanco,
that Henry George was in favor of the
talal abolition ot private property in land
andl that the latter’s opinion on ths sub-
jeet  was  based upon the following
prounds:

1. I'hat private property in land an-
tagronized  the natural rights of the
hinmun race,

2. That, owing to certain distinetions
between things personal and real, the
rights of property, while justly attaching
}I] ll!n‘ former, could not attach to the
alter.

Ho That private property in land gave
rise to nearly all the evils with which
society isalllicted.,

The speaker contended  that these
grounds do not now exist, oraf they do,
that theories based upon them may, with
equal propricty, be orgod against the
right of proporty in things personal as
well ns real,

Mr. Moriarty then synopsized the
nlan  of land-holding which  Henry
George proposed to substitute for tha
present system and then contended that,
toat, with equal  foree applied the same
objections which George chnrgod nguinst

the present system. He next set forth
the method which 1enry George advo-

cared to do away with the present system
of property  holding and putting his
theories into practice, amd insisted  that
the method proposed by George was, 1,
impracticublo; 2, founded on bad fuith,
and i, grossly unfair aad anjust,

Euch of these points were admirably
e Aeloped, Mr. ;\Iuriurly dl'-&[:i:l.\'!'l[
grent foniliarty with the vazaries of Mr.
George, all of which he considered  and
combutea in o rational and learned man-
ser, Mr. Moriarty 13 1 ready-spenker, o
corent reasoner and withal, a debater
whose intelligenee and honesty eannot bo
questioned.  His  remarks throughout
waore followed by an attentive and in-
telligence, whose appreciation was fre-
quently manifested by boarty applause.
